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German Emperor Who Says He Is the :; 


Dominant Power in Europe. 


Suppressed Magazine Arti- 


cle Published by a 


Newspaper. 


CALLS GERMANY 


DOMINANT POWER 


Wants War at Once If It is 


Coming—America and 


Japan to Fight. 


Xew York. Nov. 21.—What purports 


to be an "absolutely accurate and au- 
thentic synopsis" of the interview ob- 
tained from Emperor William, of Ger- 
many, by Dr. William Bayard Hale, 
and subsequently withdrawn, just as 
It was about to appear in the Century 
Magazine, Is printed by the World to- 
day. 


Tho World declares that the article 


as originally written was submitted to 
Dr. Hale and that it appears today as 
"changed by Dr. Hale." 


• Tho interview is said to have taken 
place on the imperial yacht Hohenzol- 
lern, 
off Berne, Norway, while Dr. 


Hale was the emperor's guest. 


Summary of Interview. 


Tho World summarizes the main 


points of the emperor's interview as 
follows: 


"That King Edward, of Great Bri- 


tain, had been humiliating him for 
more than two years and that he was 
exasperated; that Germany was the 
paramount power in all Europe and 
that England was trying to neutralize 
that power. 


"That he held France In the hollow 


of his hand and that Russia was of no 
account glnce the disastrous war she 
had waged with, Japan. 


If War la to Coma, Wants It Now. 
"That if the pan-European war, 


•which had been so-much talked about, 
wa» inevitable, the sooner it came the 
better It would be for him, because he 
•was ready and was tired of the sus- 
pense. 


"That Great Britain had been a 


decadent nation ever since his victory 
over tho Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State, because her's was an un- 
righteous, ungodly cause, and divine 
Judgment : was bound eventually to 
o^tttak* the powerful 
nation that 


waged auch a war. 


"That the Anglo-Japanese alliance 


was an Iniquitous alliance against all 
the white races, England proving ab- 
solutely her faithlessness as a Chrls- 
tlon nation; that Japan, was honey- 
combing India with sedition and flood- 
ing It with spies while professing op- 
enly to be England's friend and ally. 


America to Fight Japan. 


"That the only way to counteract 


this alliance was for Germany and 
America to act together at an early 
date or America would have to fight 
the Japanese in ten months. 


"That IE the event of a great war, 


England would lose many of her large 
colonies, especially those In the Pa- 
cific, and that all he would take for 
Germany would be Egypt, though he 
would liberate the holy land from the 
yoke of infidel, presumably meaning 
the sultan. 


"That the perfecting of the Zeppelin 


dirigible balloon would give Germany 
a powerful advantage in war and she 
was ready to make use of it to the 
fullest extent" 


Kaiser Not Imposed Upon. 


The World declares that Emperor 


William knew when he made these 
statements that 
Dr. Hale was an 


American newspaper man and maga- 
zine writer, but that nevertheless the 
statements were made without reser- 
vation and no secrecy was imposed. 
The interview had been formally ar- 
ranged through the German foreign 
office, it is said, and that at the con- 
clusion of the interview Dr. Hale re- 
turned to Berlin and told high officials 
of the foreign office of the success h« 
had had. 


"They forbade him to publish it," 


the World story continues. 
"Then 


they explained to him at some length 
that even a hint at possibilities so 
serious, coming from one who had 
been the emperor's gust, might throw 
the whole world into the most dis- 
astrous war of all time. The attitude 
of these officials is said to have been 
that 'the emperor was irresponsible 
when he gave way to such fits of tem- 
per." 


Officials "Butchered" Story. 


It is said that Dr. Haie obeyed the 


Instructions of the foreign office in 
the preparation of his interview, but 
iater when tho manuscript was sub- 
mitted to tho high German officials, 
"they are said to have so butchered it 
that little which was worth while was 
left" It was in this final form, ac- 
cording to the World, that the article 
was accepted by the Century. It was 
practically ready for publication when 
the request came from Berlin that 
even the interview In its revised form 
be suppressed. Then the electrotypes 
. and all copies o* the interview were 


destroyed before the public announce- 
ment that the Interview had been 
i«ithdra>ra was made.

DEFEND ACID IN .FLOUR. 


Washington, D. C., Nov.. 21'.—Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Wilson's . side of 
the hearing 'to determine the status 
of bleached flour under the pure foo.d 
and drugs law, was opened today with 
testimony 
offered by the 
govern- 


ment's expert chemists, whose state- 
ments generally controverted those 
made yesterday by miller's chemists, 
who gave it as their expert opinion 
that despite the existence of nitrous 
acid in bleached flour It is not harm- 
ful to health. 


The government chemists adhered 


to the idea fostered by Dr. Wiley, 
government chief.of food expert, that 
food containing poisonous substances 
should be banished from the market. 
On the whole it was the conclusion of 
the experts that bleached flour con- 
tained nitrites which in some degree 
is harmful to the human system.

New York, Nov. 21.—Thousands of 


cattle, swine and sheep have been held 
in pens here as a result of the order 
placing in quarantine all cattle and 
other food supply animals coming from 
the slates of New York and Pennsyl- 
vania and today the local authorities 
are taking prompt, steps to combat the 
foot .and mou'h disease, the rapid 
spread of which made the quarantine 
necessary. It is feared that in addi- 
tion to a scarcity of beef, with result- 
ant, high prices, a milk famine may be 
caused. A largo supply of the milk 
used in this city is s=a:d to come from 
counties in which the malady is re- 
ported to have found a foothold. If 
these counties should be quarantined 
as a result of the epidemic, the milk 
supply will be seriously curtailed.

Personal Staff. 


SAYS.HE DOESN'T 


SEE NEED OF ONE 


Intends Asking Militia Of- 


ficers to Act When 


Necessary. 


Here's a distressing bit of news fo 


a very promising prospective crop o. 
colonels, majors and captains scat 
tered over the state of Indiana: Go\ 
ernor-elect Marshall does'not inten 
to appoint a personal staff. 


The new. governor is simple in hi 


tastes, and be says he really doesn't 
at this time see thu necessity for the 
traditional 
accompaniment -of 
gold 


lace, brass buttons and military titles 
of the personal escort to the governor 
of Indiana on state occasions. 
He 


lias stated that he believes he will 
try to pull through tlie gubernatorial 
term 
without it. 
When occasion 


arises to make necessary the pres- 
ence of 'a governor's staff, ho has it 
iu his mind to request the officers o£ 
the Indiana National guard to serve 
in this capacity. 


Almost from time immemorial it 


has been the custom for the governor 
of Indiana, as of other stales, to 
name 
a. personal 
staff, comprising 


something like a score of civilians, 
who are thereby invested with mili- 
tary titles. The staff is the escort of 
honor to the governor ou important 
ceremonial occasions, and there isn't 
the shadow of a doubt but that the 
gorgeously-uniformed staff is a success 
from a. spectacular standpoint. 
Mr. 


Marshall believes, however, that the 
custom is an unnecessary one. 
Ho 


is not at all given to display, and 
snys that in his opinion on those rare 
occasions when a governor's 
staff 


seems imperative, the trained officers 
of the slate nalional guard will be en- 
tirely acceptable. 


If the new governor adheres to his 


present intention in the matter, it 
means that the output of colonels, 
majors and captains in Indiana is go- 
ing to be considerably short for the 
next four years. 
But the situation 


will have its compensations. The fel- 
lows who are denied the military 
titles will escape the necessity for tfte 
purchase of gorgeously-bedecked uni- 
forms. And that will help some. 


ELECTROPHONE IN CHURCH. 


For the first time tomorrow since its 


installation, the Stolz electrophone, 
for the use of hard of hearing: people, 
will be used in the First Presbyterian 
church. It will bo of immense benefit 
to those afflicted by deafness, inas- 
much as they will now be enabled to 
bear the sermons delivered.

journey and found its mark there was

intent to frighten than to do 


murder. 


There was a lively legal battle that 


delayed proceedings this morning, fol- 
lowing the attempt to introduce signed 
statements m'ade by Stout after his 
arrest. They were damaging to the 
extent that they were contradictory 
and sadly at conflict with other state- 
ments made by the 
prisoner in ac- 


counting for both himself and LaDuke 
the night of the murder. Taking the 
testimony of Fred LaDuke as a basis, 
Ihe state has made a strong case 
against the prisoner, who did not show 
the cunning displayed by Herman Mil- 
ler in bis efforts to shield himself from 
the consequences of the crime. 


The rapidity with which the evi- 


dence has been introduced is due to 
the systematic manner in which the 
state's attorneys had it arranged and 
tho direct testimony consumed even 
less time than they expected to de- 
vote to petting it before the jury. 


Will Finish Next Week. " 


Judge Erwin stated that he could 


not tell how long will be consumed in 
the defense, but it is .likely that the 
whole case will havo been closed up 
by the end of next week. 
Stout will 


tell his story of the matter and will 
be on the witness stand early in the 
week. 


The jurors today received packages 


from home containing clean clothes 
for next week and they will be kept 
together tomorrow and will give much 
time to exercise. William Perkins, of 
Ma.umee township, a brother-in-law, ac- 
companied by his wife, who is a sister

Waterworks Withstanding Strain 


Long Dry Season. 


The water supply in Fort Wayne 


is holding up admirably under the 
heavy drain occasioned by the long 
drought, and the daily demand at 
this time is almost as heavy as dur- 
ing the warmest days of midsummer. 
This is due to the fact that practical- 
ly all the cisterns in the city.are dry, 
and that the city water Is therefore 
used for all domestic purposes.

The psyche knot, now the fashion- 


able coiffure, seems to be difficult to 
achieve, yet it is really -one of the 
simplest forms of hair dressing, if 
one remembers that half the secret 
lies In arranging the pompadour in a 
shapely and becoming way. To ac- 
complish this one part is made across 
the head from ear to ear. The roll is 
then pinned in at each end. The front 
section of hair is divided over each 
temple. This makes tnree partitions 
in the front. 


The top or middle, should be light- 


ly brushed back over the roll, tho 
ends left hangiiig. 


One side is then laid back in simi- 


lar fashion, great care being taken 
that the hair does not separate at the 
division over the temple. It will be 
necessary to hold this section with a 
pin about in the middle of the head, 
the long ends hanging like the center. 
The other side is then adjusted and 
pinned, and the contour of the pom- 
padour perfectly formed. 


All the long hair, by this arrange- 


ment, Is available for the knot, and 
to make this successfully the struc- 
ture must be soft. 
Nothing is more 


uncompromisingly 
homely than 
u 


hard lump of hair projecting from tho 
back of the head. 


Having brushed the locks till thej 


are smooth, all are gathered into tho 
h;md, twisted softly, turned up and 
pinued snugly to the hair. 
Unless 


this Is done correctly the pompadour 
will be pulled out of shape—an acci- 
dent that must be guarded against. 
Then the remainder of the tresses is 
twisted down a little- and brought 
down toward the neck, a sharp up- 
ward turn finally being given. 
At 


each side of this turn a hairpin Is 
placed. 
The effect, if the hair has 


been well handled, is a soft, puffy pro- 
jection, with the lower part tight and 
shapely to the head. 


There is still a long strand of hair 


to be disposed of and this Is necessary 
for the 
final rounding of the knot. 


The hair Is brought around over the 
beginning of the head, flat against tho 
head, and pinned securely, always tak- 
ing pains to have the tresses soft be- 
tween the pins. 


Combs are then placed each slde-of 


the knot and a big shell barbette 
holds it.

Coat collars are a fashion study this 


year because the neck finish oil outer 
garments must conform to the shapes 
of the huge ruches and ruffs, without 
which no street costume Is complete. 


As an exemplification of this ex- 


treme mode, the collar on a sunning 
wrap recently imported from Paris 
was so long it suggested stork's neck 
cut military style, fastening with iu- 
vlsible hooks and eyes in the front. 
At either side, under the ear, was a 
lappe, a separate 
piece, rounded at 


the lower edges and reaching out to 
the shoulders. As much gilt braiding 
was placed on these as the back- 
ground could hold, and the 
effect, 


when the sun struck it, was dazzling. 


The other collar was about four 


inches high at the back, fitting close 
to the head and sloping down to 
about two inches In- front. This, too, 
was elaborately braided. 


In strong contrast to this unusual 


neck finish is the plain tailor effect 
of a narrow rolling collar that comes 
down in notched revers. 
With this 


style an extra neckpiece, such as fur 
or velvet, may be worn with comfort. 


A smart collar for a simple jacket 


is the tight lilting; military design. 
This is what women ordinarily call a 
"standing" collar, but it fastens to- 
gether in the front with invisible 
hooks and eyes, and always looks big. 
If a line of white linen appears above 
the top the smartness is increased.

How Mothers Should Treat Children's Scalps. 


Mothers cannot give too much at- 


tention to the care of a child's hair 
for contrary to a general, impression 
that only cleanliness is necessary, it 
is essential that every few days the 
condition of the scalp be examined for 
any signs of incipient trouble that 
could thus be checked before It gets 
chronic. One reason that it takes so 
long to stop falling hair is that the 
surface weakness is allowed to con: 
tlnue until it becomes firmly estab- 
lished, and the same state results that 
wou}d to the body were an illness al- 
lowed to go untreated. 


Children, quite as much as grown 


persons, often have an overdry scalp, 
so their hair will be lustreless, even 
If it does not come out unduly. With 
them it is apt to be a local condition, 
not indicating any general ill health, 
and seldom is a very stimulating ton- 
ic required to improve tho trouble. 
White vaseline is one of the best of 
nourishments that can be used for 
such a condition and it -would be safe 
for any woman to aply it to the heads 
of her children once a week, or twice 
if the hair is noticeably dry. To put 
it on for the best results part the hair 
in many places, so that the oil will be 
worked into the scalp. To do this the 


first two fingers should be dipped into 
the grease and drawn along the line 
or part in the tresaes without touch- 
ing the long hair. Then there must 
be gentle friction in the part until the 
vaseline has been absorbed, when an- 
other application may bo repeated 
about an inch from the last placo 
touched. It takes time to do this, but 
the beneficial effect is quite -worth 
the work. 


Brushing I consider highly import- 


ant for a child's, hair, if a brush hav- 
ing long bristles, set very close to- 
gether, is employed In the work. The 
old-fashioned method of applying a 
brush with such force that a child 
positively cried for mercy Is alto- 
gether unnecessary, but the stroke 
given should be firm, and must not 
pull the tresses. If there is a snarl 
the strand of hair containing it must 
be held in the left hand, while tho 
brush is used gently just below the 
knot to draw the tangled hairs down 
without pulling them out. As a rule 
this method will smooth a knot, but 
when it fails the comb must be used, 
remembering always to work below 
the tangle and then up, never above 
it. In the former way the snarl will 
be drawn smooth, while if the latter 


way is employed the tangle will pull 
and break the hair. 


r An important detail in the matter of 
caring for children's hair is to see 
that the scalp is kept perfectly clean. 
It seems to make no difference -what 
the personal conditions are, there is 
always risk of getting parasites from 
contact with others. It may come 
from being in street cars, etc. 


At the slightest trace of such an in- 


sect the head must be covered with 
tincture of larkspur by wetting th'e 
scalp thoroughly and the hair to a dis- 
tance of an inch or more from the 
roots. 
To kill any life that exists 


on the head Is by no means difficult, 
but to exterminate the nits takes the 
utmost care and persistency. 
While 


there Is danger of their breeding they 
will cling more tightly to the hair 
than -when life is extinct, but in either 
case the only sure way of removing 
them is by taking them off one by one 
with the fingers. This is one of the 
most tedious of tasks. 


Larkspur when applied' may dry on 


the hair, not being washed oft for sev- 
eral days. Two or more applications 
of It may be necessary. It is harm- 
less externally, but poison if taken In- 
ternally.

STOP THE BUFFALO TREE HOPPER 


The buffalo tree hopper is a small, 


greenish or yellowish Insect about one- 
third of an inch long, which is gener- 
ally rather common during the late 
summer and early autumn months. 


This insect, while it injures the apple 


tree, does not feed upon the eame, but 
the Injury Is done to provide a place 
for the female to lay her eggs. 


The eggs are laid in the upper part 


of young twigs of apple, pear, maple 
and other fruit or shade trees, early in 
the summer. The eggs are placed In 
small groups, arranged in two slightly 
curved slits extending lengthwise ol 
the twigs.

It should be remembered that all 


summer pruning is weakening and that 
the only object of summer pruning for 
young vines is to direct the growth as 
much as possible into those parts 
which are to become permanent por- 
tions of the mature vines. 


If tho shoots or tips are removed 


when they are very small little or no 
injury follows, but if they are allowed 
to grow large before removal the in- 
jury may become serious. 
When a 


large'shoot covered with leaves is re- 
moved it is a total loss to the vine. 


After the leaves have fallen at the 


end of the third summer every vine 
should have a well-formed stem, with 
two or three or more canes growing 
from the upper part, and the formation 
of the head or crown should commence. 


Any vines which have not been 


brought to this condition should be 
pruned like one or two year old vines, 
as the case may be. 


The formation of. thc head consists 


in leaving two, three or four spurs, ar- 
ranged as symmetrically as possible, at 
the top of the vine. The stronger the 
vine the larger tho number of spurs 
and buds that should be left. 


A spur consists of a basal portion of 


the cane and normally of two full in- 
ternodes. 
This leaves two buds be- 


sides the base buds. Thc number of 
buds to leave on the spur depends on 
the thickness or strength of the spui 
from which the spur is'made. 
. 
A thin or weak cane should be cut 


back to one bud or even to 'the base 
bud. A strong cane, on thc other hand 
should be left with three buds besides 
the base bud. 


The idea of a perfect vine should bc 


kept in mind and each vine pruned as 
nearly in accordance with this ideal as 
circumstances permit.

THE FARM LABOR PROBLEM 


A few weeks ago in Chicago hun- 


dreds of half-starved men besieged the 
authorities, clamoring for work. Three 
hundred were, sent in one day to the 
coal mines and the railroads, but not 
one went to the farm. 
These men 


were all from foreign countries—the 
scum of thc big cities—and know 
nothing about farming and little about 
anything else. Eighty per cent of all 
the foreigners that come to this coun- 
try are caught in the big cities, and 
only 20 out of every 100 filter through 
to the country, and only a small per- 
centage o£ these actually go to the 
farms. The Japs and the Chinese are 
the salvation of the Pacific farmer and 
the negro stays in the south, but it 
appears as though the rest of the 
country must depend upon the home 
product for its help.

CLOVER FOR POOR LAND 


Clover farming is recommended by 


the United States Department of Agri- 
culture as a means of reclaiming the 
millions of acres of jack pine lands in 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota 
The soil on these areas is of a light, 
sandy nature, very deficient in humus 
and nitrogen. In most .cases settlers 
took possession of the lands, cleared 
off the timber, built a house and barn 
and then found the land unproductive 
in two or three years. 
They then 


abandoned it. 
The government has 


been investigating these lands and how 
says they can be made comfortably 
profitable by growing them to clover 
This crop will grow and will kdd nitro- 
gen and hurnus, so that in a few years 
other crops can be grown successfully. 


WHEN TO HOLD CROPS 


The question of shrinkage and risks 


of holding certain crops is of great 
importance when we put our crops'in 
storage rather than sell them at har- 
vest time. Many farmers take great 
chances when they can ill afford to 
speculate and lose hundreds of dollars 
by holding potatoes, apples and other 
market produce for higher prices. 


The law of supply and demand does 


not always hold good. When produce 
of one variety is out of reach the con- 
sumers will buy substitutes. This year 
has been a good example of this change 
m consumption. 


Apples were scarce and the growers 


and buyers held out for an unreason- 
able price. There was a large crop of 
francos and the result was

bought more of that fruit and the ap- 
ples were a drug on the market when 
the crmvers and buyers let go of their 
supply, and many were ruined.

FEEDING LAMBS AFTER WEANING 


After .weaning my lambs, which Is 


about the middle of June, when they 
are 3H months of age, I divide them 
nto flocks, the rams in one and the 
ewes in the other. 


Their feed consists of white clover, 


rape, cabbage and early turnips, fed in 
'.ho order named. The lambs are al- 
owed the run ot a new grass lot dur- 
ng the day for several hours, and 
when the crops are, harvested they are 
changed to the stubble fields. 


When old mangels are available they 


ire given for a few weeks, sliced. Some 
;rain is fed, about one-eighth of a 
pound per day at the beginning, and 
jradually increased, so that when the 
:ambs are 6 months old they are eating 
about one-half pound per day. 


During the fall and winter they are 


pastured on white turnips and have 
the same grain allowance, with as much 
good clover hay as they will eat at all 
times. 


I always keep rock salt in the 


troughs and sprinkle common salt on 
the feed once each day. 


I practice regularity and uniformity 


In feeding, which is of prime impor- 
tance. 
The sheep themselves become 


.vonderfully punctual and regular In 
their habits, and when properly man- 
aged the feeding begins at precisely 
the same time and proceeds in regular 
order each day.—William Underwood.

the fork than clover.. 


On my fruit farm peas have entirely 


displaced clover because their season 
is so much shorter. With the intensive 
system of fruit growing I cannot af- 
ford to give the land to clover for Us 
long season of growth. At the same 
time—and I should have mentioned this 
in making the comparison—1 bellevs 
that a heavy crop of clover is superior 
as a fertilizer to a crop of peas. 


Before cow peas were introduced 


there was no fertilizing crop with 
which to follow early potatoes and 
strawberries. In southern Missouri on 
a low, sandy soil, they will mature 
if sown after the wheat Is cut and can 
be turned in time for tha sowing of the 
fall wheat 


Further north, in the latitude of St 


Louis, they cannot be depended on to 
do this, but they will make growth 
enough, to be of great value to turn

NATURE seems not to welcome the possession of the

During the summer months much of the land be- 


comes free from snow and ice under the joint action of 
sun and wind, and the snow that resists removal is 
darkened by a deposit of fine dust particles.

' season the animals wear their darker clothing,. and 
birds have, by way of change, a less gaudy plumage. 
The background against which they stand would be- 
tray their presence if the white dress of winter were 
worn now; then, too, it makes it .possible for the 
foxes, ducks, and other animals and birds to gratify 
a natural vanity by putting on, for a time at least, 
another coat. 


In winter, white is again worn. 
Thc background is 


.now snow and ice, and the only ciance which the Arc- 
tic chicken now has to deceive the fox is to roll up 
like a ball and simulate a lump of ice. Thc ice-bear 
is equipped successfully to creep upon the evcr-watch- 
ful^ seal, because he looks like the other blocks of 
white around him. He remembers, however, his black 
nose, and is said to be sharp enough to cover it with 
his paw-while approaching his dozing prey. 


The seal does not stop his search for food until he 


has completely satisfied his excellent appetite; then he 
takes a good nap, lying upon the very edge of the ice, 
or as close as possible to his breathing-hole.

The drake is 
declared to be strict m keeping his mate to her duties 
insisting that she shall attend to the work of hatching 
It the duck ventures upon a walk, he does not offer to. 
take her place while she goes gadding about, but, oer- 
haps knowing she is too fond of idleness, cru'eUv 
drives her back to her household duty. The duck lays 
only five eggs, and if she feels that her nest is largo 
enough and_ warm enough to hold more, she boldly 
robs her neighbors, carrying the eggs, one at a time, 
under her wing, until she has seven or eight. 


However, when the brood is hatched, the drake 


. becomes the teacher to the young. Not in swimming, 


tor that comes naturally, but in diving, which is a 
means of flight as well as for finding food. The little 
duck, coming into life above water, hesitates to risk 
it by going under, nor will he follow the oft-repeated 
example of his parents. 
When it becomes necessary 


to resort to force, the drake comes quietly near the 
unwilling pupil, suddenly'throws a wing over him 
and dives down. The little one is let go under v/afr 
and, coming to the surface unharmed, even if some- 
what startled, he is ready to start diving on his own 
account.
